Johuson’s Arrival.

Ex-President Johnson arrived hore this evens
ing, and was walted upon soon after renching
the Metropolltan Hotel by your correspondent,
who found the ex-FPresident comfortably quar-
tered in one of Shelly's beet parlors, and looklug
quite fresh and bearty. Andrew Johnson, plain
citizen, recelved your correspondent with the
same cordlality and kindness that distingalshed
him #o highly while an occipant of the White
House.

*Glad to see you, sir,” said the ex-President,
al the same thme haoding o cbair o your
correspondent, and sitting down himself, *'8it
down, sir.”

Whnt He Came Fer,

Corresponndent—1 came (o pay my respects,
Mr. Johnson, aud at the same time to learn it
there was any particular objeet in yoft visit.

Andy Johnson—Nothlog publie, sir. I have
some private business to attend to here, and I
have also a son al Georgetown College, the only
son left tome now. 1 eame to see him ond
attend the commeneement of that college,

Correspondent—I believe, Mr. Johegon, you
are the fivst President since the time of John
Quiney Adams who has revieited theé capital
after retiring from the White House.

Andy Johnson (laughing)—Really, &ir, T don't
know how that is. My attention was never
directed to the polnt before. [t may be so, how-

ever.
His Estimate of Grant.

Correspondent—Well, Mr. Johuson, to change
the subject, what do they now think ef this ad-
miniatration down in Tenncssee ?

Andy Johnson—I don’t know that you ought
to nsk me such a question. People would be
yvery likely to attribute an unfavorable opinion
from me a8 prompted by lmproper motives. You
know very well, sir, for you were familiar with
my views while I was President, what my esti-
mate of Grant was, and I don't know of any-
thing that has since ocenrred that has cansed me
to cfuqui mylm[:l&i the s{lghum. | Ilumw Gru;m
thoroughly. had ample opportunity to stuc
him wlmnyl was I’msld‘em., nI'I)tl!]

Why, the little fellow—excuse me for using
the expression, but I can't help pitying him—the
little fellow has nothing in him. He hasn't a
single idea. He has no policy—no conception
of what the country requires, He don't under-
stand the philogophy of a slogle great question
and is completely lost in trying to un erstand
his sitoation. He is mendacious, cunning, and
treacherous, He lied to me flagrantly,
and I convicted him by my whole Cabinet; but
that even would have been tolerable were it the
only instance, but it was not. e lled on many
othier occaslone. I tell you, gir, Grant is nothing
more than a bundle of petty spites, jealousics,
and resentments, And yet they say Grant is o
soecond Washington!
